He has 
been captain of the guards for 
17 months, The post pays $4,800 
annually, 
Voie August 19 letter . said, 
“It is requested that you accept 
this as my resignation from the 
position of captain of the 
guards. I would appreciate. the 
relief becoming effective as of 
‘August 31, 1957 but would re- 
quest immediate relief from ac- 
tive duty,” 

Farmer said the farm could 

fexpect him to vacate the state- 
owned house he occupies by 
August 26. He has been an 
employee -of the prison farm 
since October of 1950. Prior to 
that he was employed by the 
U. S. Sugar Corporation for five 
years, 

Farmer said Wednesday that 
he planned to. open a grocery 
on Sth St. in Belle Glade within 

“the next 30 days. 

Grambling said he didn't 
really expect the resignation. 

"We asked Farmer what the 
duties of the captain of the 
guard were and why he hadn't 
been doing them," the superin- 
tendent said. 

Farmer then replied that he 
would rather resign. "It look-
